Work will be started Immediately on 


tho construction of track:) to hold "00 
cars, together with a roundhouse for 
tho storage ami cure of locomotives. 
Cooncllsvlllo will bo n divisional tcr- 
mtn&l and crows tvlll lay over here. 


Tho plans call for the relocation ot 


the West Ponn trolley tracks, which 
will run along tho hill above Fny- 
ette. A BOW viaduct, much longer than 
the ono which now crosses., the valley 
will bo necessary. 


Chief Englnnor 11. H. Pratt ot tho 


Western Maryland returned to Balti- 
more from Coimollsvtllo and submit- 
ted his plans to President Gray this 
morning. They were promptly approv- 
ed by tho head of the road. 


To locate tho yards tho road will 


purchase land of tho Herd heirs In the 
bottom just beyond tho West Penn 
Power House, and property owned 
bj* Dr. Mullen and Tho Stevenson 
esfato ot Diinbnr. 


The Herd heirs optioned .10 acres 


of their land to tho railroad com- 
pany and It Is expected (hat tho deal 
will be closed In a few days. 


Tho announcement that tho plans 


Include the construction of a round- 
house and the virtual making ot Con- 
neltBvllto a terminal will bo good news 
to local residents. In vlow of the Im- 
provements to bo made by tho railroad 
at Fayette, It IB likely that a town will 
spring up.

Man Hill where the most serious and 
bloody fighting'or the three'months' 
conflict has taken, place. 
Clinging 


desperately to tho trenches they have 
wrested from tbo French on ibc low- 
er alopo of i.he hill, the Teutons have 
hurled 60,000 mon backed by 00 bat- 
teries of guns of all calibres forward 
along a seven mile front from Avo- 
court wood to the Mouse in a desper- 
ate effort to seize the coveted sum- 
mit. 


As has been usual in this \var, when 


either side lost a well-prepared and' 
strongly-delivered offensive, attack-1 
tug forces have won 
Initial 
advan- 


tages, Tho Germans tiave .succeeded 
in gaining a footing In the French 
'first line,at a cost of severe losses. 
Howovor, Judging trom 
the exper- 


ience of tho past it will not .bo a difll- 
citlt task for tho French to dislodge 
them before they arc able to follow 
up their advantage. Doth sidec will 
then return to their iarnicr posts to 
await another offensive. 


That tlie Germans inusi 
continue 


their tremendous onslaughts on Dead 
Man Hill or abandon the idea of tak- 
ing 
Verdun fleems obvious. 
This 


blood-soaked summit and 
its sister 


eminence, Hill 304, form tho key of 
tho whole system oC Verdun's 
de- 


fenses. The fire from their batteries 
flank tho Dounumont ptateau across 
tho river. Without the 
undisputed 


possession of this plateau, military 
critics agrco that no attack on Ver- 
dun ha« any chance of success. 


Tho official statement continues: 
"South 
oC Berry-au-Bac 
French, 


forces exploded two mines with suc- 
cess at Hlli 108. 


"In tho Champagne district, a gun 


attack by tho Germans was .without 
rc.'jttltH. This emission of gas was in 
tho zone between the road f com SoutUn 
to Somme-py and the road from Satnte 
Hilaire to St. Souplct. . No sooner had 
the cloud of gas started than an un- 
expected turn in the direction oC this 
wind drove it back on the trenches of 
tho enemy, 


"In .tho region of Verdun, French 


aviators havo attacked a number of 
captLvo German balloons. Six oC tlie 
balloons were sent down on fire. In 
tho vicinity of Kparges two other a'ir 
machines of the enemy attacked by 
French aeroplanes were- brought ta 
earth, ono behind tho enemy lines at 
a.point near Liancourt and the other 
'bebind our1' lines at Fontcnoy. 


"On tho nights of May 20 and 21, 


several operations were conducted by 
troops of French 
aviators. 
Shells 


were successfully thrown on the rail- 
road station at Mct^-sablons, Acri- 
court and Roye; upon munition depots 
at Blachca 'and Cbappelote; on blvou- 
acks in the vicinity of! Azanannes^ and 
on the vlllago'of Jlmlto?1. where there 
bad boon Installed the headquarters of 
the commandant of an Important divis- 
ion. Furthermore t\s;o of our dirigibles 
have rained down bombs on the rail- 
road station and tho railroad Jfrto at 
BrieuUes and Dun."

A crusade against tlio chance boards 


and other gambling devices operating 
In tho city has been begun by City De- 
tective J. W. Mitchell at tho direction 
ot tho mayor. lie will prosecute, the 
prc-jn'letors of stores whoro they are 
In use, until tho last one has gone. 
Although other ofllcors havo made at- 
tempts to put the boards out of com- 
mission the city detective Intends to 
keep after them until tho town has 
been cleaned out. 


Tho 
latest 
complaint against tho 


boards has boon made by tho business 
men of the city who called the atten- 
tion of Detective 
Mitchell to them. 


Tho boards began with chances on 
candy nud are extending into cheap 
jewelry and suits of clothes. 


It Is snld that any person may play 


tho boards. A 'child five or six years 
old may tnko chances la some stores. 
The temptation ot the board' with the 
glittering jewelry shining on display 
is often too much for them and they 


spend monoy that should.bo used for 
other purposes. . 


This sort of gambling has gone on 


In the city for 'so long that almost 
every pool room, and confectionery 
atot'o has boards .scattered.throughput. 
Even the barber shops are beginning 
ti use them. 


All dealers in the city having these 


boards in operation wore notified'to- 
day und- the operation .ot the boards 
Is expected to stop Immediately. Their 
operation is in violation of the state: 
law and prosecutions will' bo made 
under -it.
